The force-outs, which will take place during April, May 


and June, are similar to last year’s 
release of 20,000 “professional 
privates” — men who scored below 
14 on the AFQT. This year’s crop 
of force-outs will have had more 
than three years service, 

The new standards provide that 
no man may reenlist in the Army 
who scores 30 or lower in the 
AFQT. In effect, the new policy 
‘back dates these standards for /all 
men who have signed over for the 
first time during the last six years. 

There are some exceptions to 
this policy, according to the Army 
announcement. “But these excep- 
tions are the same as those in the 
reenlistment regulations. 

Men in the grade of corporal 
or higher will not be affected. 

Men who have been decorated 
for valor in combat will not be 
involuntarily separated. 

Those who have nine years or 
more of active federal service and

Red Surprise Attack

NATO—THE FIRST FIVE YEARS is the title of a 
comprehensive little book recently published under the by-line 
of General Lord Ismay, the Secretary General of the North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

It is an impressive record of ac- 
complishment, especially when it 
is read against the background of 
all the previous attempts that have 
been made to set up in time of 
peace (or at least in the absence 
of active military hostilities) the 
machinery of cooperation between 
sovereign states. 

Never before, sortalaly. Bes ad 
ever “therough wi 
all the obstacles kept in mind) so 
successful an @ffort to put to 
gether an organization which would 
enable sovereign nations to exert 
their collective fighting power in 
self-defense against a common en- 
emy. 

+ ” - 

THE PROBLEM is not just one 
of establishing a combined com- 
mand structure and-appointing a 
suitable commander -in - chief and 
staff. Defense in these times in- 
cludes the marshalling of the 
whole of a nation’s resources— 
manpower, production, transporta- 
tion, communications, raw materi- 
als, food. 

It includes not only military 
forces for battlefields by land, 
sea and air, but the protection 
of the populations of great cities 
and the industries which these 
populations serve. And if—as in 
NATO’s case—its ultimate con- 
cern is te prevent war by pre- 
senting a defensive posture too 
fermidable ‘to be successfully at- 
tacked, its ultimate effect is on 
the minds of the leaders of the 
enemy. They will not be deceived 
or deterred by half-measures, 

Measured by this $64 yardstick, 
it is hard to exaggerate what NATO 
has accomplished during the first 
five years (plus) of its existence. 

Boiled down to a sentence, it 
has made a Soviet surprise attack 
on Western Europe a military im- 
possibility. When NATO first came 
into existence, the Soviets had the 
capability of flinging their armored 
spearheads toward the west and 
overrunning Europe right up to 
the shores of the North Sea, the 
English Channel and the Bay of 
Biscay in a matter of weeks. There 
was nothing that could have stop- 
ped them. , 

* * 

TODAY THERE is plenty to stop 
them. Maybe, as Lord Ismay says, 
the shield isn’t as strong as it 
should be. But it is strong enough 
so that the Soviets would have 
te call their shot by concentrating 
larger forces than the 22 spear- 
head divisions they now maintain 
in East Germany. 

Mobility -and firepower are 
NATO's answer to Soviet mass, 
and it is an effective answer which 
is supported by rather remarkable 
achievements in what is called by 
the horrible word “infrastructure,” 
which comes from an old French 
railroader’s term meaning “every- 
thing you have to do before you 
can actually start laying the rails.”

MOBILITY on the battlefield is 
directly related to supply and com- 
munications—armored troops or 
atomic artillery or air squadrons 
ean’t move rapidly to where they 
are needed unless the gas and oil, 
the ammunition, the spare parts 
and the rations arrive in time and 
can be renewed as they are con- 
sumed. 

If the forces of each of NATO's 
14 nations were depéndent on the 








efforts of their own governments 
for logistic support, the picture 
wouldn’t be too bright. But NATO 
has gone to work on. the theory 
that the whole area which it is 
designed to defend is a single 
logistic as well as a combat area. 
And the results of the first five 
years in this field are little less 
than astounding. 

Thus in April, 1951, when Gen- 
eral Eisenhower assumed opera- 
tional command of the NATO 
forces, there were just 15 air- 
fields available for his use. By 
the end of 1955 there will be 
165 such airfields, stretching in 
a huge arc from northern Nor- 
way to the Caucasus Mountains 
in eastern Turkey, and all cap- 
able of operating jet aircraft of 
the most medern types. 

This in itself should be enough 
to give pause to aggressive think- 
ing in the Kremlin. 

Behind these airfields, 3800 miles 
of interconnected pipelines have 
been built or are under construc- 
tion, with: pumping units develop- 
ing more than 100,000 hp, and 
with storage capacity of 282,000,- 
000 imperial gallons. This is a fac- 
tor of mobility which is of vital 
importance.

ANOTHER is communications— 
to make sure, as the old soldier 
says, that every so-and-so all down 
the line gets the word. The more 
widely scattered and mobile your 
forces, the more essential is it that 
the word be passed rapidly and 
effectively to insure cooperation. 

By the end of this year, NATO 
will have completed 6220 miles of 
new radio relays, and 11,000 miles 
of land lines and submarine cables. 

All of this, of course, has cost 
money and will cost more. All of 
it has involved complicated and 
worrisome negotiation between 
governments, with political over- 
tones and undermining. 

That it has nevertheless been 
accomplished—that so very much 
more than history might have sug- 
gested has actually been done— 
is an indication that maybe after 
all the free peoples are not going 
to have’ to adopt “Too little and 
too late” as a permanent motto.

Army Pigeons, Jap ‘Brides’ 
Return from Korea Service 


FORT MONMOUTH, N. J.—The 
last of 200 carrier pigeons that 
flew combat missions in Korea 
have come back to this Army post. 

The Signal Corps birds were as- 
signed to the Eighth Army during 
the fighting. Forty blue-ribbon 
Japanese carrier pigeons, many of 
which worked with the American 
birds on communication flights, ac- 
companied them here. The Japa- 
nese birds will be used for breed- 
ing, according to Otto Meyer, chief 
of the pigeon-training center here. 

Mr. Meyer said the process of 
returning all the war birds from 
the Far East had included special 
feeding on the way and final quar- 
antine inspection. 

While the message-carrying rec- 





ords of the birds have not yet been 
compiled, Mr. Meyer said, the ma- 
jority of the arrivals won recogni- 
tion for courage and perseverance 
“beyond the call of duty” over the 
rugged terrain of Korean fighting 
fronts.

Ww HAD A rather pitiful. little note the other day from 
: a unit commander im the field... “For Pete’s sake, help!” 
he cried in typescript. “Stop those people at the Pentagon 
before they tear the already frayed morale of my men into 
tatters! We can’t take much more of this!” Or words to 
that effect. 


His complaint, briefly, was first based upon those two 
words prominent on every reenlistment poster being sent 
to him for display. They were: “Regular Promotions.” In 
his unit, he said, were three key noncoms. He called them 
his “unfortunates.”” All SFC’s, they had dates of rank going 
back to March 1945. None were foul balls, he said, but 
they had never been in the right place at the right time 
for upgrading. Though they had all but lost hope, they 
had not lost their sense of humor. So they could ignore 
the posters with no more than a passing shrug, but he could 
not. . 


He could not help but eontrast the scarcity of top grade 
promotions among enlisted people with the officer promotion 
system. He pointed out that most of his fellows, up to the 
grade of colonel, had at least a chance to move up every 
four or five years. Upgrades depended simply on seniority 
and efficiency—and had no regard for TO&E vacancies. No 
such rewarding “step up the ladder” is in the offing for 
most noncoms today. He wanted to know—in view of the 
Womble Report and such—why not. 


Well, this paper has tried to report “why not.” The 
Army’s official .explanatiom has always been that grade limits 
are fixed by the amount of money allowed for pay, and serv- 
ice requirements (time in position or grade set as minimums 
for promotion, etc.). Some of these limits are the work of 
the Budget.Bureau or of Congress. But others are caused 
by the need to conform to the troop program and the TO&E. 
As long as these boundaries exist, there will always be a 
shortage of ratings. (See our story of last week on NCO 
“spots.’’) 

So,—to get back to our officer and his “unfortunates” ,— 
the Army would probably do well to treat the subject frankly 
and honestly when it brings the matter up among soldiers 
at re-up time. For instance it should not make wild state- 
ments in some of the pamphlets it puts out, like “You and 
the Army.” Much of this little: booklet makes sense, but 
= doubt that anything is gained by telling service people 

at: 

© “Actually, your chances for promotion in the present-day 
Army are unlimited.” 

¢ “Under its new policy of officer procurement, the grade of 
master sergeant is only the first step.” (But that first step 
is a “when and if” proposition, isn’t it?) 
@ “A-warrant or commission is within your reach.” (Pos- 
sibly, but only if a warrant or commission is within an en- 
listed man’s chosen field.) 
* The booklet then goes on to say: “The pay of the first 
four (warrant officer) grades corresponding to the pay of 
major, captain, first and second lieutenants is as follows:” 
and prints the following corresponding (or “matching,” ac- 
cording to Webster) table: 


WO Basic Pay Officer Basic Pay 
Pay Grade After14 Years Pay Grade After 14 Years 
Ww-4 $408.56 Major $459.52 
Ww-3 340.48 Capt. 414.96 
W-2 295.08 1st Lt. 363.10

If we assume that the author of the pamphlet was 
thinking of “corresponding” as meaning, “matching” in its 
use here, then this indeed is some match. If he wasn’t 
thinking of it in this way, then he should have made 
himself clear. 

In our view, this is no way to make the warrant officer 
happy with his lot.- It’s no way, either, to encourage en- 
listed men to try for a warrant officer’s bar. It’s.a good 
way, however, to instill a feeling of cynicism and bitterness 
‘in a soldier’s breast.— :

Benning in such subjects as. wea- 
pons, artillery, command and lead- 
ership, physical conditioning, bay- 
onet, map reading, aerial photogra- 
phy, hand-to-hand combat, demoli- 
tions, mines and booby traps, tac- 
tics and communications. 

Students then move to the snake- 
infested swamps near Eglin AFB, 
Fla., for two more weeks of train- 
ing. This phase includes practical 
jungle and amphibious problems,

It continues in Georgia’s moun- 
taihous Lumpkin County, where 
students spend two weeks learning 
the techniques of high-terrain war- 
fare, of descending and climbing 
rugged cliffs and of using ropes 
to cross streams and deep gulches.

Therefore, 
you learn by experience, which in 
my opinion is the best training the 
Army can give. I. consider the 
course invaluable.” 





Another potent striking. force, 
the paratrooper, is today be- 
ing trained to meet atomic war- 
fare demands. Infantry School offi- 
cials believe that airborne troops 
can move in after an atomic attack 
ahd catch the enemy while ‘he is 
still under the shock of the blast. 

Physical training and mental con- 
ditioning are stressed throughout 
the four-week airborne course. The 
paratroopers’ day begins with cal- 
isthenies, with frequent runs and 
exercises during the day. 

In his first week, he learns the 
basic techniques of parachuting— 
how to make’ an exit from an air- 
craft and how to land safely. 

The second week is devoted to 
reviewing through the use of prac- 
tical drills the basic techniques 
taught during the first week. In 
addition, the student is taught how 
to manipulate his parachute dur- 
ing descent. 

During the third week, he jumps 
from an aircraft in flight.

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House Group Moves to Erase 
Enlisted Leave Pay Inequity | 


WASHINGTON.—The House Armed Services Committee has asked the Defense 
Department to prepare™an amendment to the Armed Forces Leave Act which will give 
enlisted men the same break in pay for rations and quarters as officers get when they 
take accrued leave pay. Under the act, as pointed out editorially in Army Times last 


week and on Dec. 18, top three 
graders, who are authorized to take 
accrued leave pay in lieu of leave, 
are limited to $1.25 for quarters 
and $0.70 for rations—a total of 
$1.95—for each day of accrued 
leave. 

Reason for this is that when the 
leave act was written, it took the 
current figures for rations and 
quarters and provided that this

Several 
blood test spot checks will also be 
made to determine the degree of 
immunity to respiratory disease the 
globulin has caused. 

Carrying the research a step 
further,.men entering the hospital 
for respiratory disease treatment 
who have received the blank in- 
jections will be divided into two 
groups. Half will be given a gamma 
globulin injection and the remain- 
der another blank injection.~ Hos- 
pitalized trainees who initially re- 
ceived an inoculation of gamma 
globulin will be given no additional 
shots.

THE FIRST ARMY Surgeon, 
Brig. Gen. Crawford F. Sams, initi- 
ated the research program, select- 
ing Fort Dix as the site for the 
test. The study is under the direc- 
tion of Lt. Col. J. W. Cooch, chief 
of the Fort Dix Health Center, and 
his assistant, 1st Lt. Richard L. 
Butler. 

Although several civilian doctors 
are acting as consultants, the study 
is an Army project. Lt. Butler 
pointed out that even if consider- 
able evidence is gathered favoring 
the gamma globulin injections, it 
would require several more re- 
search projects in the respiratory 
disease field before the facts be- 
came conclusive.

There 
is no “approved school solution” to 
problems.~ ~ 

Juniors: call seniors by nick- 
names. Each officer—general or 
lieutenant colonel—shows the nick- 
name on his breast ID card. 


There is no reveille. No lights 
out at night. The whole atmos- 
phere is that of a college fraternity 
house. As a matter of fact, the 
whole educational idea is to be a 
“PG Harvard.” 


WHY A Command Management 
School? Today the Army is spend- 
ing an average of $30-million. It 
uses the services of about 1,700,000 
people from the country’s man- 
power pool... Management is no 
longer simply .a philosophy to 
Army commanders and post staff 
officers. It is a dynamic concept 
that:these officers, and others, live 
by and with, 24 hours a day. 
The cummander—not the comp- 
troller—-is the manager in the 
Army. 

Events ‘uf recent years, especially 
Congressivnal reaction to budget 
plus the “cost consciousness” cam- 
paign of all commanders, have 
focused increasing attention by the 
Army on its management practices 
and on the management capability 
of its commanders.

Dorati has captured the music’s 
gay verve, and the recording will 
give your set a workout in both 
bass and treble Teproduction.

This is one of the finest record- 
ings to come my way recently. 
The recorded sound is superb. 
Berlioz’ wide orchestral range 
and complex harmonies have been 
waxed without distortion.

Purists may quarrel with the 
use of electronic chimes, but 
they’re very satisfying from the 
listener’s chair.

This record is primarily of his- 
torical interest. Erik Satie has 
an important place in the devel- 
opment of modern French music. 
In a way, he is a European paral- 
lel to the American innovator, 
Charles Ives. But Satie, unlike 
Ives, had considerable influence 
on contemporary composers dur- 
ing his active years. 

The music here recorded is a 
bit dull for casual listening. Satie 
makes considerable demands on 
both performer and listener. He 
often wrote without indicating 
time or key or dividing his music 
into bars. 

The artist is guided by written 


instructions of dubious value—he 
is told to play “like a nightingale 
with a toothache,” for example, 
while slogging his way through 
one part of some sketches called 
“Desiccated Embryos.” 

Mr. Masselos plays with taste 
and good judgment, making the 
most of Satie’s rather rigid and 
highly compressed work. Tech- 


nically, the recording job is very 
good indeed.

OR YEARS well-meaning composers have attempted “to make a 
lady out of jazz” but jazz doesn’t want to be a lady and ought 
not to be one. 

One of the most recent attempts to formalize and ladyize jazz 
is Rolf Liebermann’s Concerto for Jazz Band and Symphony 
Orchestra. It is now on record (RCA-Victor 12-inch LP 1888)/as per- 
formed by the Chicago Symphony, directed by Fritz Reiner, and the 
Sauter-Finegan band. 

It was well-received at last October’s International Festival of 
Contemporary Music in Germany and also when presented by the 
Chicago Symphony and the Sauter-Finegan band in Chicago last 
December. . 

I find it slick, pretentious, clever, flashy, piecemeal, and dull. 

Of course it is not supposed to be jazz. It is supposed to be a 
new kind of music inspired by and based on the jazz idiom (chord 
progressions and tempos) i. e. jazz minus the very thing (freedom, 
improvisation) which makes jazz jazz. 

If the Liebermann concerto is any indication of where jazz 
music may be heading, you can let me off uptewn, Jack.

RECOMMENDED: You need not be a “moldy fig” to enjoy 
the happy, virile, unpretentions jazz by an Eddie Condon all-star 
group on a new Columbia 12-inch LP (CL 616). Musicians on the 
record are Billy Mutterfield, Wild Bill Davison, Bud Freeman, Lou Mc- 
Garity, Cutty Cutshal, Ed Hall, Peanuts Hucko, Dick Gary (on alto 
horn), Gene Schroeder, Al Hall, Cliff Leeman and Condon. Some of 
the good old tunes played are Blues My Naughty Sweetie Gave to Me, 
How Come You Do Me, When My Sugar Walks Down the Street and 
I Can’t Believe that You’re in Love With Me. 

This LP seems far superior to the similar Condon LP which sold 
well last year. Everyone involved is in good form, although I think 
Freeman on tenor sax, Hall on clarinet, and Butterfield on trumpet 
play exceptionally well. 

It’s a real boot to hear Freeman, a stylist if there ever was one, 
on record again. Only the most narrow minded jazz enthusiast, who 
thinks a saxophone should sound only one way, will fail to appreciate 
the great work of Bud on this LP. And Hall and Butterfield prove 
once again, throughout the LP, that they are two of the truly great 
jazz musicians, 

On the back of the album you'll find a complete rundown of 
soloists, chorus by chorus, as is usual with Columbia’s George 
Avakian. Other record companies would do well to follow Avakian’s 
lead in this respect. Such a chorus-by-chorus rundown is invaluable.

THE REASON WHY; by Cecil 
Woodham - Smith. McGraw 

Hill, N. Y. 287 pages. $4. 
The unbelievable incompetence 
displayed by the British army in 
the Crimean War caused vast 
changes in military affairs. As 
Mrs. Woodham-Smith points out, 
an age of army reform began all 
over Europe and in the United 


States. Staff colleges were set up, - 


quartermaster and medical serv- 
ices were revamped and the treat- 
ment of the private soldier was 
changed for. the better. - 

But these reforms required a 
major shove—one that was sup- 
plied by the horrible mismanage- 
ment in the Crimea. The charge 
of the light brigade, in which 500 
of 700 cavalrymen were wiped 
out in less than 20 minutes, was 
only one of the fantastically 
botched operations in that war. 

The causes leading to the tiasco 
of the “charge” reached way 
back into the British military 
system. The brigade commander, 
Lord Cardigan (after whom car- 
digan jackets ‘were named), was 
not speaking to his division com- 
mander, Lord Luchan. Both men, 
and their superior as well, had 
risen in the army through a sys- 
tem of bought commissions. In 
the 19th century British army, a 
man could become a colonel of a 
regiment by buying a colonelcy 
(it cost about 40,000 pounds for 
a good regiment, less for an out- 
fit of lesser reputation). Such a 
system assured a measure of sta- 
bility in British affairs — the 
leaders of the army obviously 
were satisfied with the way wealth 
was distributed — but it resulted 
in an army led by generals pos- 
sessing all the military knowl- 
edge and skill of Tommy Man- 
ville or Little Orphan Annie. 

The charge of the light brigade, 
described so clearly in this ex- 
cellent study of a mismanaged 
war, was aimed the wrong way. 
The brigade commander, who 
hated to. take orders from his 
superior, finally relented and car- 
ried out the order to charge the 
Russian batteries. But in a man- 
ner typical of the army’s leader- 
ship, he misunderstood the order 
and smacked right into the Rus- 
sian artillery, while his brigade 
was decimated by artillery, in- 
fantry and cavalry fire from both 
flanks. 

This Well-written book clearly 
describes some of the more ridic- 
ulous mistakes of the war. The 
whole British army left its Bul- 
garian base and sat around on 
transports while its leaders looked 
for a place to make a landing. 
While the men and horses were 
dying of disease, the officers fin- 
ally sailed up the coastline, ex- 
changed salutes with the Russian 
leaders -and arbitrarily picked a 
landing site. The spot they picked 
had little drinking water. The 
British had no maps of the area. 
No provision was made for set- 
ting up a base to supply the Army. 

Mrs. Woodham-Smith spent 
many~‘years doing research on 
this book. It could very well 
be the best book yet written on 
one of Britain’s worst military 
blunders.

Defense spending probably is hitting its low point 
right now, for a long time to come.

BORN AT SALEM, MASS., 
famed for its prior witch persecu- 
tion, Pickering graduated from 
Harvard in 1763 and was admitted 
to the bar in 1768. Early in 1775 
he published “An Easy Plan of 
Discipline for a Militia,” a sort of 
forerunner of the “Manual for 
Courts-Martial.” He led an Essex 
company of volunteers of New 
York, then served as adjutant gen- 
eral, later as quartermaster gen- 
eral, and was also a member of the 
board of war. 

After the war he drew up a 
plan for the organization of the 
Northwest Territory; organized Lu- 
zerne County, Pa.; authored the 
Connecticut claims act to Wyom- 
ing Valley -(and Wilkes-Barre), 
Pa.; negotiated a peace treaty with 
the Seneca Indians in 1790, and 
the next three years worked out 
treaties with the Six-Nations. The 
Senecas had been making plans to 
join the western tribes that were 
causing a lot of trouble at the 
time. 

When he returned from that 
mission, George Washington ap- 
pointed him Postmaster ee 
(1791-1795), Secretary of 
(Jan. 2 to Dec. 10, 1795). wee

‘Strong Man‘ 

ASSISTANT Defense Secretary 
Burgess, in his short service of four 
months, has emerged as the “strong 
man” of Secretary Wilson’s: team.

Services Have Too Many Doctors 


By BILL KREH 

WASHINGTON. — A_ sweeping 
change in the military’s hospital 
and medical set-up was urged this 
week by the Hoover Commission. 

Charging “waste and duplica- 
tion” in the military’s medical serv- 
ices, the group claimed that the 
amount of hospitalization given 
servicemen “is generally excessive 
and strongly influenced by admin- 
istrative considerations.” What's 
more, it said, too much money has 
been spent for military hospitals 
and then they haven’t been used 
efficiently. 

Here are some of the things the 
commission proposes: 

® That about 1750 doctors and 
dentists be dropped from the serv- 
ice, and that a ratio of not more 
than three doctors and 1.7 dentists
